Began In 1911 


He stepped into an executive 


post at the Tribune in 1911, when 
it, had a daily circulation of about 
200,000. Last September the Trib- 
une had a daily circulation of 
592,058 and a Sunday circulation 
of 1,392,384. ' 


McCormick had been hospital- 


ized several times in recent years. 
He had pneumonia in April 1953 
after returning from a trip 
Europe. Later the sariie year 
was troubled by erysipelas. 


On Jan. 19 he underwent an ab- 


dominal operation to correct ad- 
hesions and a bladder and liver 
condition. He left 
the 
hospital 


seven days later and went to Flor- 
ida. 


He returned to Chicago March 


10, spent 10 days under observa- 
tion in a hospital and then went 
to his farm,.Cantigny, ne'ar Wheat- 
on, 20 miles west of Chicago.

Chain of Tremors

set in, heaving the earth on Pan- 
ay, Negros, Samar, Cebu,. Leyte 
and Bohol islands.

WASHINGTON—HV-President Eisenhower was described today as 


believing Russia does not want to fight a major war now—nor support 
one. 


Sen. H. Alexander Smith (R-NJ) 


said Senate leaders got that im- 
pression in a talk with the Presi- 
dent Thursday.

put it more directly. This senator 
did not want to be named but he 
said that was the nature of the 
answer w h e n a question was 
raised about the Kremlin's likely 
position as to the Nationalist-held 
Chinese coastal islands of Quemoy 
and Matsu. 


The United States is committed 


to help defend Chiang Kai-shek's 
stronghold on Formosa but the ad- 
ministration has kept silent as to 
any defence of the outpost islands. 


Smith said he did not want to 


try to quou tht President. But ht 


said his understanding is that the 
administration believes Moscow is 
likely to clamp the brakes on any 
Red Chinese moves that might 
spread into something much big- 
ger. 


Smith added it was emphasized 


at the White House that the Orient- 
al mind is unpredictable ajid there- 
fore there is no real assurance as 
to what may happen even against 
Soviet wishes. 


The New Jersey lawmaker, sec-

Germany, just 10 years ago our bitter enemy in the 


greatest war of all time, is now seriously on the way to be- 
Snung a firm ally of the Western powers in the long strug- 
«rle a&ainst commuriism. 
The last major obstacle to this development was re- 


moved when the French senate, in an historic daybreak de- 
Son on March 27, voted to rearm the B^8«Jv«MB«itrf 
West Germany, and admit the Germans to NATO, the key- 
stone organization of Western defense. 
««WMraH 
A week earlier the German upper house had approved 


the Paris agreements embodying these developments. Thus 
the completion of French and German action leaves only en- 
dorsement by the U. S. senate and by lesser NATO nations— 
all considered certainties—to give the pacts full legal lorce. 


Assuming other countries proceed with reasonable dis- 


patch, the creation of the projected West German army of 12 
divisions—some 500,000 men—is still a good way off. 


Both the French and the Germans will have many op- 


portunities to delay and even subvert this rearmament. But 
the free world hopes that neither nation resorts to such ef- 
forts. The pacts have been solemnized by the nations most 
closely affected, and they are in honor bound to execute them 
with fair speed. 
, 
The critical decisions taken by France and Germany do 


not of course, end with Bonn's rearmament and admission 
to NATO They provide for nearly complete political sov- 
ereignty for the Germans, and for a settlement of the con- 
troversial Saar issue that prescribes internationalization of 
the industrial region with heavy economic commitments to 


Only time will show whether the Saar settlement has 


gown the seeds of future trouble between the two countries.

As for Germany gaining sovereignty, it means Bonn can 


now undertake diplomatic relations with other powers, in- 
cluding the Soviet Union. There is some speculation that 
Moscow, seeing that the Paris pacts could not be blocked, 
will at the earliest chance propose a two-way meeting with 
the Germans to discuss German unity and related questions. 


Being what they are, the Russians would naturally try 


at such a meeting to exact a price for unity which would nul- 
lify Germany's defense link to the West. We, and the Ger- 
mans themselves, have a high stake \» seeing that no agree- 
ment for unity is reached at the cost of Germany's new ties 
to the West. 
' : 
But undoubtedly such possibilities he well ahead and 


there ts no need to borrow trouble at this moment It is 
enough to voice gratification that this historic step—the 
drawing of Germany into the Western family—has at last 
been made possible. 
Not since the adoption of the NATO pact in 1949—the 


first peacetime military alliance in America's history—has 
such a significant event occurred in free world diplomacy.

Matthew's distinctive contribution to the account of our Lord's j 


temptation is to tell us that "the devil left him. and behold, angels ' 
came and ministered to him" (Matthew 4:11. RSV). Our English word 
"angel" is derived, through the Greek, from a Persian word meaning 
courier or messenger. The angels were the messengers of God. At a 
time when God seemed far away, it was felt that He must have such 
beings to keep Him in touch with His world.

Doctor Tells of 
'Little Strokes' 
Brain dots May Cause 
Change in Personality

CHICAGO W)— A man, known 


as a tower of strength in trying 
situations, breaks down and weeps 
and is afraid to be left alone. 


A father who was proud of his 


much-loved son suddenly doesn't 
trust him to take a few dollars to 
the bank. 


An affectionate mother and good 


housekeeper loses all interest In 
her husband; children and home. 


Other men of good moral charac- 


ter and ability lose- their old busi- 
ness judgment, do childish things, 
or get into scrapes with other 
women. 


Dr. Walter C. Alvarez of Chica- 


go, consultant in medicine emeri- 
tus, Mayo Clinic, says these per- 
sons could be victims of little 
strokes—"the disease that com- 
monly takes years to kill the pa- 
tient." 


He said the condition, known as 


intracranial arteriosclerosis, is one 
of the commonest diseases of man.. 
Clots form in small arteries in the 
brain, shutting off the blood circu- 
lation and damaging brain tissue. 


When this occurs in certain por- 


tions of the brain, personality 
changes rather than paralysis or 
speech loss, are the chief symp- 
toms. 


Writing in the Journal of the 


American Medical Assn., Dr. Al- 
varez said: 


The condition usually appears in 


susceptible persons after 38 years 
of age although it has occurred in 
persons in their 20s. 


Some victims live 25 or more 


years after suffering the first such 
little stroke and some persons have 
been known to survive as many as 


50 such strokes. 


Some persons go as long as 10 


or 15 years between strokes and 
some lose symptoms quickly and 
improve strikingly after a little 
stroke. 


"In millions of cases little throm- 


boses (blood clots) in the brain 
slowly, over the course of 10 or 
15 years, pull a person down, slow 
him up, age him, and eventually 
kill him," he said, adding: 


"A little stroke may be expected 


whenever (1) a man or woman 
past 38 or so has a mental and 
nervous disability that is out of all 
proportion to the little indigestion, 
abdominal or thoracic pain com- 
plained of, (2) a nervous break- 
down or a queer grpup of symp- 
toms come suddenly on a certain 
day, and (3) one learns from the 
family that, after a dizzy spell 
blackout, or perhaps a fall, there 
came changes in character and 
perhaps ability to work." 


He said onset of the disease pos- 


sibly can be delayed by avoidance 
of an overweight condition and re- 
ducing the amount of fatty sub 
stance, cholesterol, in the diet.

CHICAGO (SI — Our correctional 


institutions and prisons are burst- 
ing at their scams. Overcrowding 
and the threat' of idleness con- 
stantly haunts their administrators. 


The greatest value of these mul- 


timillion 
dollar investments 
in 


stone and steel is security from 
escape. In reality, the accent on 
security is the grea:est drawback 
to redemption of -its wards. 


Ninety-five percent of all men, 


women and children incarcerated 
will some day be released. The 
state has too few institutions with 
adequate classification of prison- 
ers, and the institutions it has are 
too crowded. Overcrowding pyra- 
mids rules and regulations that re- 
sult in regimentation. Regimenta- 
tion provides little, if any, oppor- 
tunity for freedom of choice. 


Conducive To "Unrest 


Mass treatment with the twin 


goals of security and rehabilita- 
tion mutually confound each other 
and as a result prisoners, live in 
a. climate conducive to unrest. That 
these conditions do not produce 
more turmoil in our institutions is 
commendatory to our institution 
ffiicals and indicative of their in- 
genuity. 


Illinois pioneered in diagnostic 


facilities for. the incarcerated, but 
thorough classification of inmates 
has been prevented by the lack 
of variety of institutions, thus not 
permitting individualization of pris 
oners for the purpose of treatment. 


Illinois must move out of the 


era that treats the prisoner as a 
number, and toward understand- 
ing him as a person and -providing 
him with the tools for his ultimate 
safe release to the community 


•The first line of defense by law 


enforcement against delinquency 
and crime is the police. The sec- 
ond is good probation service a.nd 
sound probation practices. Prisons 
and other correctional institutions, 
properly used, serve only as a part 
of the total correctional process.

available, or untrained and unqual-

ively the lives of thousands of 
ndividuals who run afoul of the 
aw. The number of persons who 
are sent to correctional institutions 
joth for youths and adults is there- 
fore getting larger. 


"Blanket" Law 


To suggest a prison sentence for 


jvery person found guilty of a la\\ 
violation is comparable to suggest- 
ing major sugery for all persons 
who are ill. If the patient heeds 
surgery, he should have it. If the 
violator needs prison, he should 
go to prison, if he needs proba 
tion and is a safe risk, he should 
be placed on probation.

shown that politics and prisons di 
not mix without an explosion. Ou: 
prisons are not .now asylums fo 
political refugees. •• To the credit 
of the administration, the wardens 
are now. protected from local pol- 
itical pressure, and civil service 
in the institutions is moving for-, 
ward. 


Humane treatment, broadening 


of educational, vocational, and in- 
dustrial work opportunities 
are 


moving ahead in almost all of the 
institutions, but the unmet need is 


for institutions with lesk security 
for inmates who qualify and who 
are ready t6 accept more respon- 
sibility in preparation for their re- 
turn to the community. 


Citizens of Illinois should en- 


courage the legislature to provide 
adequate -professional 
probation 


services, more treatment special- 
ists such as psychologists, smaller 
institutions, and work camps with 
a variety of opportunity for reha 
bilitation.
